Reports of extortion on the part o 


our merchants have gone abroad y< 
after year until those unacquainted 
with the real facts have got the 1m 
pression that none but millionaires 
can summer at Newport, outside of 
hotel or boarding house, and many ex 
cellent families are deterred from com 
ing here just through this idea of exto 
tion. 
. 


Now, while we admit as a fact tha 


many families are compelled to pay ex 
orbitant prices for the necessaries o 
life, and that some few in seasons pas 
have even gone so far u to havethei 
daily supplies expressed to them from 
their city homes as a matter of economy 
yet it is only through their ownnegl 
gence that it is so. They come here 
with a large retinue of servants i 
whose hands is placed the purchasing 
of everything wanted in or about th 
house, all bills to be paid monthly, an 
this has finally established a systemati 
business of extortion—not on the par 
of the merchants butof the servants*-! 
the way of fees. 


This system of cheating is carried o 


to an alarming extent,not a single trader 
man who caters for the summer trade 
it is claimed, being exempt from feein 
the servants through whom he receive 
Us orders, and, as he must make hi 
living profit, these "tips" have to be 
added to the price of his wares. To 
gain a little idea of how this system i 
practised we will take the purchase o 
meat: The steward orders what is want- 
ed and at the end of tho month, whet 
ho bill is paid, demands 10 per cent, o 
ts face for his share, which has to be 
laid or he will find a means of making 
he meats distasteful to the family 
The steward, too, may have a family o 
tis own which he has to support out 
side, in which case, after giving hisreg 
ular order, he will take five or six 
pounds of the best the market afford 
along with him "for fear your man may 
be late in delivering.;1 In addition 
his, every now and then during the 
icason, some female servantin a family 
which you are supplying, will call 01 
you with "a friend of mine is going 
iway tomorrow aiid as we are going to 
give her a little 'time' tonight I wish 
'ou to send some things to No. 
street," and then proceed to give an or 
ier which would keep ah ordinary fam 
ly in meats for a week. This is her fee 
Then there is the cook and other scr 
Hints, they'must not be ignored; even 
he gardener must always find a read; 
sale for his superfluous vegetables a 


i good round price, whether you arc in 
iced of them or not. And as it is witl 
he butcher, so it is with the grocer 
he fruiter, the grainer and all other 
nerchants whose patrons include the 
ervants of a Newport summer establish 
icnl. 
Do the dealers like this way of doing 
lusiness? Not by any means, but they 
annot help it and continue. The ser- 
ants, it is claimed, arc in league with 
ach other and if the merchant refuses 
lie "tips" it Is an easy matter to make 
is wares inferior to those where feeing 
s practised.

BOGEBS HIGH HCHOOL.

•n High School, in bin annual report 
to the Rogers tnutees and members o 
the School Board, s»'yi: 


I find it difficult to realize tha 


twelve years have puied since th 
morning when we organized the Rog 
en High School. While ho one can be 
more conscious than I of the many dt 
recUoni in which the school hm> failet 
to accomplish all that we could deiire 
there is yet much in which we can fin< 
satisfaction. 


The ability of the school to maintain 


through its fund, a strong classical d» 
partment has produced very decided 
results in Newport There has grow! 
up in the school and there has bee 
•wakened in the community an intefos 
In higher education which u greatly 
advance of that which existed 
dozen years ago. More pupils than 
ever before have gone out this year fo 
examinations at the colleges and scien 
title schools, or have been admitted up 
on certificates at such colleges as pn 
fer this method. All this reacts fa- 
vorably upon the pupils who take 
general rather than a strictly classica 
course, and I take great pleasure in be- 
lieving that at no time has there been 
throughout the school as a whole, so 
good a spirit of study as now. 


.The work done in the several depar 


mente has not differed essentially from 
that of previous years. While, not i 
the least sacrificing thoroughness i 
the grammatical work, I find that I ac- 
complish more with my Greek classes 
'ear oy year, in reading at sight, an< 
he drill hi modes and tenses which i 
secured by constant translation into 
Greek has never been more empha 
sized than during the last year. Thi 
is work of special value for the pupil 
as it envolves the closest analysis o 
the thought and fine discrimination. 


In about seventy familiar lectures o 


talks before the Senior class, I hav 
traced, as usual, the main currents o 
history from the earliest times to th 
present, emphasizing particularly th 
light reflected upon history from lat 
fuage. My courses with the Senio 
class in Mental Philosophy and Politi 
cal Economy have covered the usua 
ground. 


I will quote extracts from Mr. Bur 
SS' report to me of the work in th' 


Latin department: "The Junior clasi 
[tas Jones' First Lessons, prepara 
tory to Caesar, and. the two objects 
kept in view have been the acquire 
ntcnt of a working vocabulary of the 
words common in Caesar and a thor 
ough mastery of the forms of the Ian 
;uage. In the accomp lishmeiit of these 
>bjects the writing of sentences has 
been considered of equal importane 
with their translation." 


The work of the Second Middle class 


in Latin has included the study o 
Creighton's Primer of Roman History 
in order that some knowledge of Ro 
man life might enhance the pupils' in 
merest in the authors read during the 
course and their appreciation of them. 
The upper classes have read the an 
thors required by the colleges and have 
iiad constant practice in sight reading 
ind translating sentences and connec 
Bd prose into Latin. The reading hai 
included many of Cicero's speeches an< 
letters, Virgil, Ovid and Caesar. It 
speaking of his classes in ancient histo 
ry Mr. Burgess says: An effort was 
made to develop the discriminating 
towers in distinctions between cssen 
,ial and subordinate facts; the causes 
tnd effects of great movements have 
teen sought, and points of divergence 
tetween ancient and modern life have 
been emphasized." 


The only change reported by Mr 


Thompson in the scientific department 
tas been the introduction of more labor- 
ng practice for the pupils in connection 
with the study of Physics. The experi- 
ments thus far entrusted to them nav< 
teen principally upon the subjects o: 
peciuc gravity and sound. 


The classes in modern languages have 
. pursued about the same course as last 
•ear, with the exception that more sigh! 
eading has been done by the college 


It is nowthree years since the study 
f English was organized as a separate 
lepartment and placed in Miss Weaver's 
are. This was an important step and 
he results have been extremely gratify- 
ng. What is accomplished in this de- 
tartment is felt beneficially in all the 
>thers. The work of the year has been 
n general as follows: 


The Junior class has studied Ameri- 
an literature and has had weekly exer- 
ises in composition. A list of nearly 
orty of the finest works in the lan- 
tiage, including selections from the 
arlter authors, e. g. Chaucer and 
Shakespeare, have been recommended 
a the class for their reading. Some of 
lie class have read all the works in the 
st, others, a part of them. The Second 
iiddle class has a conrso in Rhetoric, 
with critical study of English classics; 
reekly analysis of themes; and practice 
n essay writing. The study of Rhetoric 
s continued with the First Middle class, 
'he class makes a critical study of such 
utliors as Milton, Tennyson and Macau- 
ay, and has constant practice in the an- 
lysis of themes and the preparation of 
ssays. With the Senior class, a special 
;udy is made of the principal English 
utliors. Green's History of the Eng- 
sh People, Taine's English Literature 
nd liayne's "Lessons from my Mas- 
<ers," are the books principally used, 
he analysis of themes and essay writ- 
tg are continued with this class. The 
ollege class has weekly exercises in 
omposition, the subjects being taken 
rom tho books used at the college ex- 
minations. The class also has practice 
n criticism, in the analysis of themes, 
nd in essay writing 
Miss French report; the work of the 


ichool in drawing as follows: 


Junior Class—Egyptian, Greek and 
oman decorative art, simple projec- 
on, parallel perspective, objective 
rawing and one design; Second Middle 
ass—Byzantine, Romanesque and Sar- 


acenic decorative art, advanced projec- 


on, angular perspection, object draw- 
:ig, Geometrical design: First Middle 
ass—Shading from cast in stump (char- 
oal) and neutral tint, crayon from copy, 
ater-color, machine drawing; Senior 
ass—Natural and conventional draw- 
ng of plant form and a design from 
same form for some object in water-col- 


r end crayon from copy. 
The number of pupils enrolled tho 


tast year has boon one hundred and 
wenty-six. A few adults, as heretofore, 
avo attended, as special students, cor- 


tain classes in which they were inter 
fated. Some additions have been mad 
to the library. No Important repkin 
or change* have been made in the build 
ing. The school has received seven 
gifts during the year.

Agricultural Notes and Hinta. 


As soon as rust attacks the stalk of 


any grain it should be cut. Severing it 
from the root deprives tlie plant of 
moisture, which in such case only goes 
to increase the rust. If cut as soon as 
rust strikes the grain what plant food 
is in the stalk goes to develope the 
berry, which is not so shrivelled as it 
would be if left standing. But with

It is said by some old farmers that to 


milk on the ground rather than into a 
pail is an infallible way to dry up a cow 
however great her flow of milk. It 
scarcely seems possibly that it should 
make any diff e rence in the cows secre- 
tion of milk where it goes after it 
leaves her teats. Probably the effects 
of milking on the ground is mainly, if 
not wholly, due to the fact that in such 
milking the bag is never drained cleau.

Deforming the Feet
